Other Errours are of the Papilts 
concerning the Church : That there 
arc no Catholicks, but thoſe of the 
Roman Church : That he is a Ca- 
tholick who bclicves all that the Ro- 
man Church dclivereth, whether 
it be written in the Bible or not. 
That there is no Salvation out of 
the Roman Church : That the fin-

Taat the particular Roman Church

all Churches : yea, the Mother of 
Faith. 
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Faith : That the Roman Church did 
obtain this Primacy from our Lord 
and Saviour himſelf : That the Ro- 
man Church hath power of judg- 
ing all, neither is it lawful for any 
to judg her Judgment : That the 
Roman Church, as it cannot err, 
much leſs can it fail : That there 1s 
no ſure ground for the authority of 
the Scriptures, bur the infallible te- 
{timony of their Pope, and Catho- 
lick Roman Church. But the true 
Church muſt be diſcerned by the 
Scripture, and not the Scripture by 


the Church, unleſs a man would 


in the dark ſeek to find out the can- 
dle by the candleſtick; whereas he 
ſhould rather. feek out the candle- 
ſtick by the light of the candle : for 
the Church is as the candleſtick, and 
the Sctipture as the light or candle, 
Finally, the Papiſts afſert , that we 
are to be ſubjet to the Church with- 
out limitation. So when, in the main- 
renance of their Opinions, they are 
beaten'off from the Scripture , they 
fly to the Church, and make ufe of 
its *authority, which is with them 


tu effec the Pope, whom they make 


the 
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the Head of the Church, and whoſe 
Sentence among them giveth all . 
force and authority to that which 
the Church is ſaid to define. How- 
ſocver the Church doth but ſignifie 
ſuch a Society as conſiiteth of Men 
and Women : and therefore(ſet the 
Pope afide ) to be abſolutely ſub- 
ject to the Church, what is 1t but 
to be the Servants of Men? which 
Saint Par forbiddeth, and prefſeth 
his Prohibition with an argument 
drawn from the precious Blood of 
Cihrift the price of our Redempti- 
on. And therefore when once Co- 
Vl<11, a Champion of Popiſh Super- 
irition , ſpeaking for the groſs Idv- 
litry of wo:ſhipping Images, uſed 
this reaſon, Quod Mater Eccleſia 
h:c in parte aunenda efiet, cnt hee v1- 
ſum fuiſſer , that our Mother the 
Church herein is to be obeycd, 
whoſe pleaſure it is that Images 
ſhould be worſhiped ; Brent, a 
learned Divine, is ſaid to have an- 
ſwered, Quid ſs Pater aiverſum 
pracipiat ? what if our Father for- 
bid it? no Command of our Mo- 
ther, the Church on Earth, can bear 
us 
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- us out, if our Father , which is 1n 
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dies. 


Heaven, ſpeak the contrary. And 
therefore in yielding obedience to 
the Church , we rmauit except our 
duty to God, and obey her no far- 
ther than her commands are allowed 
by kim : much more muſt we rejet 
tne tyrannical and preſumptuous 
Mandates of the Whore of Babylon, 
pretending her ſelf to be the Spouſe 
of Chrit , wanting that authority 
which belongeth to the Church, and 
yet ſtill challenging far more than 
the Churches right. A great miſe- 
ry, of ſo many millions of poor, 
wretched ſouls, it is to be thus enſla- 
ved : and a moſt curſed pra tice it 
is of thoſe, who go about to bring 
them again into ſuch Antichrj tian 
bondage, who now are out of Baby- 
lon. But among all other Papits , 
how deſperately wicked are the 
Feſuits, and how (laviſh: ſwearing 
abſolute obedience ro the General 
of their Society, binding themſelves 
by Oath to do whatſoever he com. 
mindeth them, without cxception , 
though it be to murther Kings, and 
blow up Parliaments with Gunpow- 
der,and ary ſuch like villanies ? Of

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they account that man to commit a 
more heinous crime ,, who ſhould 
taite Fleſh upon the days forbidden, 
than he that ſhould be taken in A- 
dultery, or other wickedneſs. And 
in /-aly and Spain men are in greater 
danger for taſting Fleſh upon the 
days inhibited, than for committing 
capital crimes. 

5. In the Roman Church he that 
hath eaten his belly full of Fiſh, is 
accovnted to have faited : but he 
that for want of other meat hath ca- 
ten a little Fleſh, is thought to have 
violated the Faſt. 

6. Trey lay a ftrait Yoke upon 
mens ſhoulders, charging them un- 
der pain of damnation to keep their 
Faſting-days , making it deadly fin, 
yea Hereſie to tranſgreſs them; as 
one Lawrence Staple was perſecuted, 
anno 1531; becauſe, in Lent ha- 
ving no Fiſh, he did cat Butter and 
Cheeſe. ; 

7. There are many Mockeries in 
their Popiſh Lent-faſt. 1. They 
permit moſt delicate Fiſhes to be ea- 
ten. which are more dainty than 
any Veal or Mutton ; ſuch as are 

Pikes, 
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Pikes, Trouts, Salmonds, Gudgeons, 
Lampreys, Oyſters, &c. Theſe uſe 
to be Dainties many times in the 
more _ Banquets of rich men, 

haps of Noble Perſonages : The 
ufe of theſe, and the drinking of 
choice Wines are a fit means ( for- 
Footh) to tame the Fleſh. 2. And 
that theſe Hypocrites may ſeem to 
faſt till evening , they ſing their E- 
ven-ſong at Dinnet-time, that after- 
ward they may freely banquet, and} 
take their repatt , as if God did not 
know the hour of the day but by 
their Service and Singing. 3. In the 
evening they make a Collation (fo 
they call it ) with divers delicatc 
Sawces, Confettions, Spices , Al 
monds, and Wine; and in the mea! 
tive they bear the World in hand 
that they faſt notably. 

8. In the Roman Church one man 
faſteth for another , as if a Jud? 
ought to releaſe a Fellon, becauk 
his Brother hath not dined, as a lear- 
ned man noteth. 

0. That the Penances of Faſting 
impoſed on a ſinner , are redeemed 
with Money ,. and that corporal

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pains are changed into pecuniary. 
10. That this opens a wide Gate 
unto Trafhque : ſo far;that the Book 
called the Taxation of the Apoſtoli- 
cal Chancery puts a ccrtain price 
to the Letters of ſuch Diſpenſati- 
ons, in theſe Words : That a Lay- 
man may not be obliged to fait upon 
the days to which he is obliged by 
the Church, and may eat Cheeſe, 
The Letter coſt twenty Groats.

Ut the Jcſuits have found many 
ways whereby to diſpenſe with 
Fafts, and the uſe of Meats on Fa- 
Iting-days. 
1. Thcy will have the obligation 
o Faſting to commence only at the 
age of twenty one years, and that 
t ceaſeth commonly at ſixty. 
2, Father Bauzy diſpenſeth for 
nis Obligation with Labourers, z,,;,, 
ine-drc(ſ:rs, Maſons,” Joyners, and Morals. 
penerally 21] Handicrafts-men and 
\rtificers, To theſe he addeth ſuch 
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as have any infirmity of Body or 
Mind. They who complain of pain 
in Head, Heart or Stomach , and 
who being empty and without food 
cannot ſleep, arcnot compriſed un- 
der this Precept. 

3. Tambuuri extends the Dif. 
penſation for Faſting to thoſe who 
are notably ſick , though they have 
fallen into this ſickneſs by their own 
proper fault: and that the ſame 
muſt be ſaid of a ſick perſon , unto 
whoſe Health Faſting might happi: 
ly conduce. The ſame muſt be ſaid 
of him (faith the ſame Author) who 
cannot ſleep in the night for a con. 
derable time. unleſs he ſup. The 
Indulgence of the Church in permit 
ting to cat at noon on faſting-days, 
is 2 Rite according to this Caſuilt, 
which its Children may make uſe 0 
againſt it, to the neglect of its Com: 
mandment. . 

-. The Jeſuits hardly leave any 
Profeſhon which they exerapt not 
from faſting, 1. All Labonrers (s 
F1ch) are exempt; for the Churci 
(ſaith he) hath no intention to 0d 
prive the faithful of the and 

cnc 
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their Trades, and courſe of life. 2. 
Thoſe who climb the Pulpit ( faith 
Bauny ) every day in Lent are no 
obliged to faſt, becauſe of the ex- 
tream toyl they are obliged unto by 
their Profeſſion. There is the ſame 
reaſon for Confeſſors and Miſſiona- 
ries, who ſpend whole days almoſt 
in Confeſſion ; and for Profeſſors , 
who commonly aſcend ' their Chairs 
twice a day, and continue therein 
commonly fonger than Preachers. 

5. Emanuel Sa ſaith , when Fa- 
ſting hinders the Husband from per- 
forming the Marriage-duty toward 
the Wife , or cauſeth the Woman 
to be diſliked by her Husband, they 


'K are to be exempt from faſting. 


6. Tambeurin ſaith, a young Maid: 
that would marry, if, by faſting all 
the Lent, ſhe notably blemiſh her 
_ , is alſo exempt from fa- 

ing. 

- Another Caſuiſt ſaith, that 
one may be juſtly excuſed from fa- 
ſting , when he cannot do it without 
trouble : as if Faſting were not in it 
ſelf troubleſome, and were not inſti- 
tuted to cauſe pain , to ſubdue and 

G 3 morti- 
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mortifie the Fleſh. Beſides, they 
who are moſt averſe to faſting, have 
common'y more need thereot than 
others. 

8. It ſufficeth (ſaith Tamborrrs ) 
to the Pope for to diſpenſe with Fa- 
fing, that he hath a delign to ſhew 
his kindneſs towards ſome perſons 
who have obliged him. If it be 
kindneſs to diſpenſe with Faſting , 
commanded by the Church , it is ri- 
gour contrary to the affection and 
humanity of the Church to com- 
mand tt. 

9. Eſcobar gives alſo another ex- 
pedient to exempt us from Faſting 
without neceffity and diſpenſatian , 
which is, to depart from the place 
where the Faſt 1$,& to go to another 
place, where it is not obferved. And 
if any think, that this is to deceive 
our ſelves, while we think to deceive 
the Church, Fullutinzs anſwereth ; 
That this is not to deceive the

and muſt be put into the Liſt of 
Saints, c, But before the pro- 
nouncing of that Sentence the Cauſe 
is pleaded in the Conſiſtory, and an 
Advocate preſents himſelf, who re- 
preſents the. Reaſons why ſuch a 
one ought to be fainted. The A- 
poſtles were not ſo fainted, nor 
their Diſciples , nor thoſe Fathers, 
who were called Saints; as Ireneus

They ſay, that 
at Beavo:s there js one of Saint Chri- 
ſtophers Teeth, ſo great, that a dozen 
ſuch Teeth would fill the mouth of 
an Oven. In Rune in St. Fohn de 
Laterans Church they pretend they 
have in their keeping the Foreskin 
of Jeſus Chrit : In the Church 
which 1s in the Park of Wood at /7z- 
cennes, they have fome of the Pow- 
der of St. /1artiz:s Cloak, and one 
of Jefus Chri'ts ſucking Teeth : At 
Courchiverny near unto Lloys they 
keep 7Joſ-phs Hemme at the ſound 
of his Breathing when he hew- 
cd timber: Pilgrims that come from 
Galicia bring Feathers »f Hens , 
that are of the race of that Cock 
waich crowed when St, Peter denied 
Jeſus Chriſt, Paronim makes men- 
tion of a Lock of the Hair of Saint 
Peters Beard, which did Miracles, 
although, ſaith he, thoſe that do fit 
in his throne, ſeek to overthrow it 
by evil manners. And theſe Re- 
liques are kepiſo many ages , and 
never corrupt. They ſ-y that the 
Virgin Maiys Milk hath continued 
I609 years, and-never was ſowr.

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And yet the Hoſts that are called 
Jeſus Chrilt become mouldy in a 
tew days. At Chartres they have 
the Virgin Marys Sraock, which was 
brought from Conſtantinople into 
France by Charles the bald, as they

were put out, 1 $4. 3. 3. And St, 
Hierome upon thoſe words, [ Before 
the Lamp of God went out_] thus 
writeth , Jnrclligs oportet antequam 
lux dinrna fieret , it muſt be under- 
ſtood before it was day when the 
Lamp was put out. Tertullian ſpeaks 
again! this uſe gf Gentilifi in bur- 
ning Candles by day. Let them ſet 
up Lights daily which have no 
Light, faith he, the teſtimony vor 
ſign of Darkneſs well agreeth unto 
them. This then having been taken 
up by the Heathen, is worſe to be 
liked of, than if it had been a Jewiſh 
Ceremony ; for it is aleſs fault to 
play the Jews, than the Heathen, 
Tne ancient Eliberine Synod in Spain, 
miſlizing the ſuperſtitious uſe of 
Candle-light by day, decreed thus : 
It ſeemeth good unto us, that Can- 
_ dles ſhould not be lighted in Church- 
yards, by day.

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Water mingled with Salt for this 
purpoſe, that all that be ſprinkled 
therewith may be made holy and 
pure ; which thing we command 
all Prieits likewiſe to do : For, ſatth 
he, if the Aſhes of an Heifer ſprink- 
led, made holy, and cleanſed the 
people from venial fins, much more 
Water ſprinkled with Salt, and hal- 
lowed with holy Prayers, doth ſan- 
Cifiec, make holy, and cleanſe the 
people from venial ſins. Andif the 
Salt being ſprinkled by El:zews, the 
barrenneſs of the Water was healed; 
how much more Salt, being hallow- 
cd by Godly Prayers, takes away 
the barrenneſs of ſuch as appertain 
to man; and ſanctifiecth and purgeth 
them that are defiled, and multipli- 
eth ſuch Goods as we have need of, 
and turneth away all the deceits of 
the Devil, and defendeth men from 
all wicked fancies, 
Are not the Scriptures here welt 
applied ? doth not this Ceremony 
zurn Criſt out of Office, with all his 
works and merits ? Guliel;m Du-

Virginity :. many a Murtherer was 
enjoyned to fight in the Holy War, 
to. waſh off the guilt of Chriitian 
blood by ſhedding the blood 6f 
Turks, The like was in all other 
offences. Now God forbid, ſaith 
my. Author, we ſhould condemn 
them, if truly penitents , for 1unpi- 
ous. But we find that many of them 
reverted to their former wickedneſs, 
Others fled thither, who having ſu- 
pererogated the Gallows in their 
awn Countries. by their ſcvcral mil: 
demeanours, to avoid the ſtroke of 
Juſtice, protected themſelves unde:

VII. Agmez Deis hang'd about

Hed themſelves to be adored; and 
ie Roman Senate had the right of 
Z$Canonizations, The Pope having 
FHſurped the place of the ancient 

Emperours of Rome, hath alſo uſur- 
cd theſe Honours, and js alſo ca]- 

ed God on earth. He. offercth his 
Foot to be kifſed by the greateſt 
'WFrinces ,, Kings and Emperovrs.

"3. The Popitlh faſhion of ſwearing 
by Saints is but an imitation of the 
IPacans Superttition, who uſ:d to 
ſwear by their Gods, as Libanus 
Zdoti oftentimes in his Books ſwear 
Sy Hercrles, Bacchus, Aſclepins : 
g$ike Heathens were of opinion, that 
their ſwearing by .th-ir Jasls was

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And it is a common thing for the Pa- 
piſts to fwear by the Virgin Mary, 
and by the relt of the Saints. They 
ſet the Virgin in Gods ſeat , as 
though it belonged to her to judg 
the world It is horrible treachery 
to ſwear by the Virgin Mary, or by 
any other creature. 


The Pagans had alſo divers Rites F 


belonging to th ir ſuperſtition. 

1. The Heathen for Devotion- 
ſake made ſhadows about their Al- 
tars, in plaſhing of Trees to make 
places dark, that when men entred 
into them , th-y might be moved to 
a kind of aw and fearfulneſs. So it 
is among the Papiſts , if a place 
be darkſome, it ſeemeth to them to 
carry ſome Majeity in it, and the 
ſimple ſort arc as it were amazed 
when they come into a-Cave, and 
where the Windows b: dimmed 
with red or blew Glaſs. mens Eyes 
dazzle at it, and ſimple folk feel a 
kind of motion in themſelves, which 
makes them afraid and aſtoniſhed ;

3. The Canonization of Saints is 
an imitation of the Pagan Apotheo- | 
fes, that is, Deifications, or making 
of Gods, whereby a man is made one 
of the Gods by the authority of 
men.
